If the experiments of the “Dusky” 
continue to prove successful, 100-fathom shark fishing will

Pay Instructions 


Following is information, Rules, 
and regulations fevering the filing 
of applications and where they 
should be mailed, of the Terminal 
leave bill for_ Veterans. 

1. Application blanks, and in- 
structions will be. printed in fan- 
fold . fashion like income tax 
blanks, ‘perforated, with applica- 
tion detachable. 

2. Forms will be available at the 
44,000 post offices. Veterans who 
have guadians or conservators, and 
dependents of those who, died 
since discharge, may benefit; but

3. The application. must be ac: 
companied by the applicant’s orig- 
inal discharge certificate, or a 
photostati¢ or certified copy there- 
of. Honorable discharge certifi- 
cate, certificate of separation, or 
special honorable discharge certi- 
ficate ONLY will be acceptable. 
Certificates, in lieu of lost or dé- 
stroyed certificate may be used. 

4. Applicants must submit appli- 
cations typewritten, or printed in 
‘ink, and sworn to before a Notary 
Public by September 4, 1947. -` 

5. Only service which counts is 
enlisted service which has termin- 
ated and for which discharge cer- 
tificates have been issued. 5 

6. Applicants must have served 
in Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Or 
Coast Guard only. Active duty 
time by a woman ín Waves, Spars, 
Marine Corps, or WAC after 1 July 
1943 will be counted. Officers who 
were former enlisted men may ap- 
ply. 

7. Maximum limit for payment 
will be 120 days earned leave time 
for enlisted men or women for ser- 
vice between 8 September 1939 and 
1 September 1946. All payments 
will be computed at the grade at- 
tained at time of last discharge, 
and will be paid by branch of ser- 
vice from which last discharge was 
obtained. Maximum for officers 
will be 120 days minus terminal 
leave time for which officers term- 
inal leave has been paid. 

8. Allowed time will be 2% days 
leave for. each 30 days or service, 
or 30 days per year. Fractions 
will be allowed on same basis. 
Regular leave, Emergency léave, 
time taken over leave granted, 
time AWOL, and time spent in 
guardhouse as a result of court- 
martial sentence will be deducted 
from total service time before com- 
putation. 

9. Application by former mem- 
bers will be sent to: FOR THE 
ARMY; Finance Officer, U. S. 
Army, for the state or atea in 
which discharge from service oc- 
cured. (A List-of these offices will 
be furnished as soon as corrected 
and verified.)
